On May 5 CIA briefed you at NSC on this subject.

At Us meeting this afternoon the group felt that speed In 
getting the announcement out is of the essence because it would 
bo embarrassing to the Executive Branch if the Armed Services 
Committees and the public learn of this Information from abroad 
before they are officially informed. 

Their unanimous recommendations were as follows: 

1. The Armed Services Committee should be informed 
by the Air Force immediately upon receipt of Presi- 
dential approval. 

2. Immediately thereafter the following statement should

H The Soviet* have recently elected to expose some new 
aircraft development* In air parade formation over 
Moscow. These observation* establish a new basis of 
our estimate of Scvlet production of the heavy Jet bomber 
and of the medium bomber. 

"There has also been an appearance of a turbo prop 
bomber, and a new all-weather fighter has appeared, aa 
we expected. This knowledge t* evidence of the adxjy&ea 
technology of the Soviet aircraft Industry and the ***** 
advances which ftbelug made by them. " 

S. That the British be informed of our plans prior to taking 

action In view of their cooperation la this matter. 

4. That the pictures and background facts be made available 

at the Pentagon to the eleven "regulars" who cover the Air 
Force from the Press. These facts would cover the 
information cm the attached fact sheet, but would not 
include any speculations as to the number of planes 
which they nesw have or can produce.
